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EIGHTEEN  PLAYS  IN  FIFTEEN  DAYS 

Within  the  pages  of  this  Folio  (along  with  the  last  page  of  the  preceding  issue)  we 
unfurl  our  Fourth  Annual  Drama  Festival.  Each  preceding  Festival  has  been  something  of 
an  experiment  in  the  way  to  present  a  lot  of  drama  in  a  short  time;  the  first  proceeded 
chronologically,  the  second  was  devoted  entirely  to  Shakespeare  in  play  and  opera;  last 
year's  Festival  was  organized  purposefully  along  lines  of  total  disorganization,  although 
many  people  felt  that  the  total  number  of  works  presented  was  a  little  excessive  for  a  brief 
period.  This  year  we  continue  the  disorganization  as  far  as  chronology  is  concerned,  and 
cut  down  on  the  actual  number  of  plays;  we  enhance  the  value  of  the  Festival  with  a 
number  of  interviews  and  lectures,  we  deemphasize  Shakespeare  just  this  once,  and  we 
increase  the  emphasis  on  the  idea  of  drama  originally  conceived  for  radio. 

Original  writing  for  radio  has  all  but  died  in  America.  One  of  our  continuing  hopes 
at  KPFA  is  that  it  can  be  revived,  here  if  nowhere  else.  In  England  it  continues  to  flourish 
and  to  enjoy  subsidy;  that  holds  true  on  the  Continent  as  well.  (We  are  now  exploring 
the  possibility  of  obtaining,  for  example,  some  of  the  excellent  radio  dramas  of  Friedrich 
Duerenmatt,  but  more  on  that  later.)  Listen  to  the  marvelous  use  of  sound,  for  example,  in 
Beckett's  ''Embers"  on  August  16th;  here  is  a  pure  and  moving  expression  totally  based  on 
the  power  of  the  sound  of  voices  and  nature  to  stimulate  the  imagination.  At  least  seven 
of  this  year's  Festival  dramas  are  original  radio  plays,  unthinkable  in  their  present  form 
in  any  other  medium.  Lack  of  good  radio  drama  in  America  is  tied  to  the  lack  of  good 
radio  actors.  Stage  personalities  must  be  retrained  to  speak  their  parts  to  the  microphone, 
not  merely  to  shout  quietly  at  it.  We  have  a  lot  of  work  ahead  of  us  in  this  field,  and 
we  plan  to  do  it.  Oh  for  some  money! 

Anyhow,  we  think  this  a  splendid  Festival,  as  varied  as  any  KPFA  has  presented 
and,  we    hope,   as  stimulating.
